COST AND QUALITY OF GAS. 


So tho gas consumers of Lincoln are to be penalized 


to the extent of several hundred dollars during the pres- 
ent month because of the fact that a certain testing 
machine In the city hall was out of order at the time a 
test was made some time last month. Published notice 
to this effect cajls attention to the fact that this city is 
working under a gas ordinance which is obsolete, being 
based on conditions existing more than a quarter of a 
century ago and that it is costing the gas users of Lin- 
coln a largo sum of money every month. 


Of course it is well understood that gas is no .longer 


used for illuminating purposes'in Lincoln, but notwith- 
standing this fact the ordinance governing the quality 
of gas required la based on the theory that the product 
is to be used for providing light. This ordinance says: 


"It shall contain not less than 550 British thermal 


units per cubic foot, at a pressure of 14.7 pounds per 
square inch and a temperature of 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
scale/ 


Under tho present arrangement with the gas company 


the price of the product to the consumer each month Is 


on the cost of production during the preceding 


nonth, so the people are interested in holding that cost 
to the minimum, providing always, that the quality is 
satisfactory to the user. In fact it is as much to tha 
interest of the consumer to keep down the cost as It Is 
to that of the manufacturer. Why, then, do-we stick to 
an old rule, which is costing us thousands of dollars 
every year and is doing us no good,whatever*? 


To manufacture a gas containing a large percentage 


of British thermal units requires 
costly material and 


correspondingly Increases the price to the consumer. Yet 
It has been conclusively proven that such gas is no bet- 
ter for -fuel purposes than that with a much lower per- 
centage of B. T. U., which can be 
made from much
